THE PRESIDENT ANSWERS. 

Friendly and diplomatic relations 
between this country and Germany 
weta discontinued last Saturday due to 
Germany's avowel to renew unrestrict- 
ed submarine warfare, disregarding 
the property and lives of neutrals 
President Wilson has done all that 
any chief ofBeial could do to prevent a 
break with Germany, but under Ger- 
many's present course there was no 
honorable escape. Since it has come 
no one who is trul;. Americm will fai; 
to endorse this course or to support 
the policy, whatever It may be, to 
protect the lives, properly aud com- 
mercial interests of this countryr 
There have been some in every section 
who have 

for his course of negotiation and for- 
bearance, chiming that he was not 

protecting the honor of this govern- 
ment; that he should resort to arms 
to wipe away the Stains on our flag. 
This crowd, however, was and is a 
very small one. Now, since the crisis 
haseoroeand the oourse they desire 
has been proclaimed, every man who 
criticized the President for using all 
honorable means to prevt nt war ought 
to offer their services, but the chances 
are that the war-like, before the war, 
will never be seen in the front ranks 
if hdstilitifs follow. War isdre;idfu!, 
costly and destructive, and we had 
hoped that our country could avoid it, 
but the decree has goaer forth and we 
endorse it.

Carl Wellendorlf, former president 
of the German- American -Mliance of 
this city, and now president of the 
SAite Alilanoe, had this to say: "The 
lirst impression I had ;ifter reauins 
the u'ews from Washiugton was that 
of legieb. Aside from that, I and tlie 
members of the Slate Ai!i:ince are 
uuitc-d ou the question olwtiatwe 
Witt do. We will be for t he President 
and the (Tovernment of the United 
Slates. If it is considered advisable 
to break off diplomatic intercourse 
with Germany, we are t;oing to stand, 
man for man, behind tt-e President 
and the Government. Although 1 
was born in Germany I liave alwa\s 
said that ail the Gtrmaus in this 
country would support the President 
in whatever he might do to uphold 
the honor of the country, which now 
is our hoiiic."
